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Ths most relevant art is discussed below as well as how the claimed invention 
distinguishes ftom this art. A copy of the most relevant prior art is enclosed herewith. 

U.S. 5,305^44 (Newman I) which discloses a voice-activated, user-supported 
computer (mobile computer) and U.S. 5.844.824 (Newman 11) which discloses a body- 
worn, hands-free computer system that does not rely upon keyboard input or activation 
apparatus. The computers taught in Newman I and U are typically contained within a 
single housing which usually connected to an external display. All other essential non- 
redundant computer components are contained within the single enclosure. A connector 
port is usually disposed on at least one face of the enclosure with various comiectors for 
external input and output devices. The computer casing is also designed with attachment 
means such as belt loop bracket or clip so thai the casing may be easily attached to the 
body of a user or otherwise supported by a user. Neither Newman I nor II discloses an 
ergonomic hand held flat panel display device comprising "a primary handgrip and a 
secondary hand grip on said display housing therein said primary handgrip and said

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computer elements. In Janik II, a similar belt computer is described and claimed in 
which the signal relaying means, the length of v*ich between any two computing 
elements, is greater than the length of the wearable member between any two compuiiny 
elements. In each Janik patent, the flexible wearable computer is in the fonn of a 
relatively heavy belt comprising around its periphery sequentially positioned computer 
elements. 

Both Carroll I and Carroll II disclose a wearable support and interconnection structure Ibr 
a modular microcomputer system having a plurality of microcomputer cards housed in a 
plurality of microcomputer card pockets in a wearable garment Examples of such 
gamients include a pliable garment worn over the torso of the user (vest), a cap that fits 
snugly on user's head or in the form of a belt In one embodunent, the pockets are linked 
by a plurality of channels extending from pocket to pocket that secure an electronic 
linking system to the wearable garment. The linking system includes a plurality of Oat 
flexible cables encasing flexible circuitry and microcomputer card connectors. A card 
comiector opens into each pocket to receive a microcomputer card. Each connector is 
operable, coupled to the cables such that when microcomputer cards are placed in the 
connectors and provided with power, an operational microcomputer system is created. 
Neither Janik I nor II discloses an ergonomic hand held flat panel display device

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Also known in the prior ait are pen tablet style computers, which are keyboardless 
flat panel screens with integral computer hardware and power supply. Such computers 
are for use by mobile workers and typicaUy are activated by a pen stylus, voice, external 
mouse, or other activation device. Lucente et al., U.S. 5.432,720 (herein after Lucente) 
teaches such a pen based computer. The system of Lucente includes a housing and 
inetegral flat panel display. It fiirther includes a switch which enables left handed and 
right handed use as well as portrait and landscape viewing perapectives. The switch 
allows the use to re-orient the output on the display screen such that it is always vertically 
oriented to the vertical midline plane of the user's body. Lucente does not disclose an 
ergonomic hand held flat panel display device comprising "a primary handgrip and a 
secondary handgrip on said display housing wherein saidprimary handgrip and said 
secondary handgrip are disposed on opposing sides of said housing and both of said 
handgrips Jurther angled irv^ard towards the back of the display device. " as taught in 
claims 1, 8, 14, 22, 26 and 34 of the instant application. 

Still fiirther known in the prior art are tablet style computer, that are designed for 

both desktopandhand-held use. Engstrometal.U.S. 4,611,406 (hereinafter

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held device or as a desktop device with means for adjusting the viewing angle. However, 
except for the provision of handgrips, Engstrom fails to teach any features that truly make 
the device more comfortable for the user to use. Engstrom does not disclose an 
ergonomic hand held flat panel display device comprising "a primary handgrip and a 
secondary handgrip on said display housing wherein said primary handgrip and said 
secondary handgrip are disposed on opposing sides of said housing and boih of said 
handgrips fiirther angled inward towards the back of the display device, " as laughi in 
claims 1, 8. 14, 22, 26 and 34 of the instant application. 

Another ergonomic display type known in the prior art is that of Kato et al. 
U.S.6,297.795 (hereinafter Kato). Kato teaches a hand held information processing 
apparatus having an integral display screen and adapted to be held in the hand of a user 
and for displaying data in a portrait or landscape mode. The band held device has a 
rotary switch disposed on one comer, at a position natural to be accessed by a person s 
thumbwhileholdingthedevice. Rotation of the rotary switch permits the change of * 
perspective from portrait to landscape and from left-handed to right-handed use 
However, the design of the apparatus of Kato is a miniature screen such that the end.

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Kim, U.S. 6.304,43 1 teaches a detachable display for a portable computer, lite 
portable computer system of Kim includes a hinge system and video cable that allows the 
display to be offset from the computer whUe the computer is resting on a surface. When 
the user is finished the hinges are retracted and the computer is closed like a clamshell. 
Kim does not disclose an ergonomic hand held flat panel display device comprising ' a 
primary handgrip and a secondary handgrip on said display housing wherein said 
primary handgrip and said secondary handgrip are disposed on opposing sides of said 
housing andhoth of said handgrips Juriher angled inward tabards the hackofihe display 
device. " as taught in claims 1, 8, 14. 22. 26 and 34 of the instant application. 

Fujitsu Coiporation of Japan is now marketing a pen tablet style computer under 
thetmdenameSTYLISTIC. device is a full functional computer comprised of a flat 
panel display screen Which usesapen-like stylus for input and activation. Thedevicc can 
be held inauser'shando^restedonaflat surface while being used. However,lhe 
Fujitsu device doesnot disclose anergonomichandheldflatpanc, display device

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Centralization of official faxes 



Effective Monday morning, August 4, 2003, all official faxes for the TCs will be received 
by the contractor in CMl. In cooperation with the Customer Service Goal Team, a new 
central official fax number (703-872-9306) has been established for use by the TCs. The 
next update to OACS scheduled for some time the first week of August will contain this 
new central number in the appropriate form paragraphs. However, all of the existing 
official fax phone numbers for the TCs will remain active but will ring at this centralized 
fax . service location. This process will insure that anyone who doesn't see the new 
central number will still be able to successfully fax in documents. In addition, an OG 
notice will be issued and the Website updated to alert PTO customers of the new fax 
number. Official standalone (non-RightFax) fax machines will be removed firom the TC 
fax centers, their phone numbers auto-forwarded to a single RightFax account, and faxes 
printed in the centraUzed fax center. 

The DTSV contract staff will continue to retrieve and process all faxes received at this 
location. For your information, the following are the processes to be followed by the 
contractor when receiving an official fax. 

General 

• Fax machines will be routinely monitored throughout the day by contractor staff 

o monitoring will be available fi^om 7:30 a.m. - 5:00 p.m. 

• No fax will remain in a fax machine/printer tray for more than 1 hour before 
retrieval and immediate processing by the contractor. 

If Paper is for Non-IFW Applicatioii 

• Documents received will be delivered to the appropriate TC paper matching team 
within 2 hours of retrieving document fi-om machine. 

• Current process for matching fax with file and delivering to Team Leader will 
continue. 

If Paper is for IFW Application 

• All papers will be indexed and scanned within 4 work hours of retrieving 
document fi'om machine. 

• Contractor will insure all documents indexed and scanned prior to 5 p.m. will 
have upload initiated before the contractor leaves for the day.
